Once  upoa^  t  time  it  was  an  un-

It  is  a  strange 
commentary  on  members  of  legisla- 
tive assemblies  who  are  protected

.  that  they  have  been  affronted  by  the 
Vress.  There  is  a  ehan^e  in  Parlia- 
iiicntary  manitcrs  for  the  worse.  Par 
li^mcntarians  arc  ib  ill  Intents  and 
(>urpii,r,  "(.bartered  libertines"  In 
I'arUamcnt  ihty  may  base  their  al- 
tapks  on  falsehood*  and.  tba/.jtft  im- 
nMne  frcm  the  law.  The  press,  on 
thil  other  hand,  cannot  invent  "facts" 
leit  it  h-i  called  «pon  to  answer  at 
the  bar  <^  libeL  The  law  of  libel 
does  not  touch  the  parliamentarian. 
In  brief  he  is  absohrcd  from  the  re- 
tponsibiUtjr  of  loss  in  pocket  or  re- 
pute thai  the  taauwet  j— mal  may 
incur. 

There  is  one  thfing  that  the  mem 
bers  of  legislative  assemblies  fail  to 
remember  la  their  diatribes  against 
tKt  .preit  god  dM  flUMwr  in  which 
they  resent  criticism  To  an  extent, 
and  one  that  is  possibly  immeasure- 
aM«,  lagiilathrc  aaaemUige  owe  their 
CgieltBCe  to  the  patient  and  long  auf- 
ferhlg  ministrations  of  the  press.  If 
the  press  as  a  whole  ch«M  to  ignore 
parliamentary  government  then  p.ir 
liamentary  government  would  cease 
to  exi^t,  because  pvbMcity  it  the  at- 
mosphere ill  wbith  it  liree.  Premier 
MacDonald  hints  that  he  would  be 
prepared  to  rend  the  friend  by  whose 
ministration  he  is  enabled  to  rule  end 
who  has  exceeded  all  limits  in  plac- 
ing his  lineaments  and  theories  be- 
fore the  public  with  whom  he  is  so 
endlessly  anxious  to  keep  in  touch. 
Mr.  MacDonald  and  those  who  think 
with  him  on  the  aubject  of  the  press 
are  keejiitit;  but  a  loose  hold  upon 
good  sense  and  high  principle.

foe  himself.  It  is  possibly  a  case  of 
fltfr^nt  vanity*  mingled  with  a*  dc- 
slrt  to  exercise  antoeratic  powy  in 
order  to  noiirisb  that  vanity,  that  it 
inspiring  Britain's  Premier  in  tne 
threat  he  has  isaued  against  the  press. 
What  he  forgets  is  that  politicians 
forfeit  self  rrsp^et  and  the  respect  of 
the  public  in  peevishly  coinplaininK 
of  journals  which  have  served  them 
^nly  too  well  in  holding  the  mirror 
up  to  them  on  the  hcifht4|  oi  their 
e^tflwral  power.

DRAMA  OF  THE  XJkKDBR 

.Many  doctors  who  have  made  re 
search  work  in  dietetics  have  been  led 
to  tht  cogclofioB  that  the  conven 
tional  diet  of  today  is  responsible  f'>r 
many  diseases  from  which  civiliza- 
tion eaffers.  Of  aH  animals  the  h«BMn 
being  is  the  only  one  which  destroys 
food  value  and  adaptibility  to  supply 
healthy  cell  nutritioB  by  coohing. 
One  dbctor  has  pointed  out  thst  we 
feed  upon  dead  matter,  whereas  every 
other  animal  in  its  natural  condition 
lives  solely  upon  living  material.  The 
cells  of  the  human  being  are  living 
organisms.  The  presumption  should 
be  that  they  require  living  material 
to  keep  them  in  health,  or,  in  other 
words,  that  they  fefluire^f^od  which 
retafaiB  all  its  vital  principle  as  nature 
has  provided  it,  toRether  with  the 
organic  salts  which  are  essential  to 
the  btood  being  enabled  to  perform 

its  important  mic  IB  the  BWiBtCBaBCe 
of  healthy  vigor. 

It  stand*  to  reason  that  when  vege 
tables  and  fruits  are  boiled,  the  vitol: 
or  vital  principle,  are  destroyed.  The 
food  is  bereft  of  its  nwst  valuable 
constituent.  Boiling  destroys  or  ser- 
i6usly  affects  food  vahus.  The  or- 
ganic salts  of  fruits,  cereals  and  root 
vegetab'.es  lie  near  the  skin,  whereas 
in  green  vegetables  they  are  distri- 
buted throughout  the  leaves  and 
flower.  In  the  potato  the  skin  is  in- 
dividually richer  in  proteid  than  any 
other  part.  Doctors  are  enriching 
their  knowledge  all  the  time  about 
iood  values  but  it  is  a  very  difficult 
task  to  get  the  consuming  public  to 
understand  that  health  i*  largely  a 
question  of  diet  There  are  many 
poignant  tragedies  in  the  annals  of 
disease  -  interwoiven  with  the  drama 
of  the  isrder.  A  wider  knowledge 
of  diet  could  be  used  not  only  as  a 
means  of  promoting  health  hut  avert- 
ing disease.
